That is a view wholly incompatible 
with any theory of positive morality 
and wholly repugnant to the doctrines 
of any law which is founded, as Eng- 
lish law is founded, upon the 
principles of that morality, What- 
ver may be the view of German jur- 
ists, it is a well established rule of 
our law that superior orders are no 
defence in the case of a soldier who 
has committed a crime. If he shoots a 
man and has no better defence, he 
is Mable to be tried and, on conviction, 
to be hanged. Responsible opinion in 
this co\mtry has not, however, de- 
manded that submarine prisoners 
should be brought to trial for these 
acts, or that they should be treated 
with harshness.—London Times.

Between the two trenches 
lay scores of our best fellows who 
were laid low by rifle fire in the re- 
treat, many hoping to get back, as 
all could not reach the communica- 
tion trench. One, poor chap was 
making his way to us on his hands 
and knees, falling exhausted at every 
two or three paces, and an officer, 
quite close to me, unable to stand it 
any longer, stripped off his kit and 
made a dash for ‘he wounded man, 
who had again dropped after an heroic 
struggle to continue. 

He reached him, too, and slung 
him on his back like a baby, then 
started back. Well, as he ran he must 
have felt a bullet enter the man be- 
hind him, for he dropped, twisted the 
body round, then clasped both arms 
round the waist, so that now he was 
running with the bod front of 
him, leaving his own 4 as a tar- 
get for the enemy. But he did not 
himself get back safely.”

“Later I was sent to Siberia. It was 
an almost endless journey through the 
cold and gnow. Upon my arrival here 
I found quite a group of students of 
Esperanto—some Russians, some Hun- 
garians and several Italians, and we 
all are able to hold conversation whica 
otherwise would nox. be possible. While 
this section of Siberia has its discon- 
forts and inconveniences, still we man- 
age to enjoy ourselves fairly well and 
live in the hope that we will soon be 
able to return to our Fatherland.”

Germans Need Copper 


Shells Are Now Being Gathered and 
Re-used by the Germans 

How long will 6,000,000,000 cart- 
ridges last in a war of the size of the 
present one? How much copper ha; 
Germany on hand from which to make 
new cartridges for the infantry rifles 
and machine guns, and drying band: 
for the shells of all sizes? Great 


Britain has declared copper contra- 
band of war, and is tryiag to stop its 
going to any port whence It might 
reach Gerthany. Other things might 
end the war more speedily, but when 
the supply. of ‘copper quits’ then! the 
war quits likewise. The Germans are 


reported to have had nearly 5,000,000,- | 
000 rifle cartridges on hand when war , 


broke out. They probably have 4,000,- 
000 men under arms, possibly more 
They have thousands of machine guns, 
each of which eats up cartridges as 
fast as a whole infantry battalion. 
Twelve hundred and fifty rounds per 
soldier. excluding the machine guns, 
and the 6,000,000,000 cartridges are 
gone, Without doubt the Germans are 
reduced already to picking up the fired 
cases when it is feasible to do so; 
Trench fighting is particularly well 
adapted to this purrose, while from a 
machine gun the ejected cases are 
thrown so uniformly that a basket 
would catch practically all of them. 
The German cartridge cases are not 
well adapted to being reloaded. The 
American government reloads the 
fired rifle cartridges, and the require- 
makes specify that each case must 
stand 20 such reloadings without split- 
ting or giving away at any spot. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of fired cartridges 
are reloaded by the United States 
army each year, because while the 
complete loaded cartridges cost 2% 
cents, the case itself costs nearly 1% 
cents, a saving of 60 per cent. through 
reloading.

& matter of fact, the soil of this man’s 
‘fields, five inches below the surface, 
has probably not been touched in the 
last fifteen ‘years; i: hag lain harden- 
ing into a “ploughsole” or hardpan, 
throigh which the taproots of corn or 
the more fibrous -oot system of other 
crops could not by any possibility pen- 
etrate . The result has been that 
every summer drought has parched 
the flelds and the crops, and the land 
has become /poorer and poorer until 
in its present conditions it is compara- 
tively worthless. And this condition 
is due to repeated shallow ploughing, 
and.to no other thing. The man who 
originated the idea that shallow 
ploughing, under an circumstances, 
was to be advised, certainly deserves 
@ medal for basic, fundamental ignor- 
rong of the first principles of agricul- 
ure. 

Shallow ploughing is exactly equai 
to none at all, as far as results are 
concerned. Soil on which crops are 
to be grown canaot be ploughed too 
deeply. If a subsoil plough can be 
used and sent down just as deep as it 
will as deep as the team can draw 
it—the soil will not pe ploughed too 
deeply. If deep ploughing is supple- 
mented by the modern plan of subsoil- 
ing to a depth of thrée or four feet by 
means of agricultural dynamite, so 
much the better. And .{ these two 
methods of getting down into earth 
are further aided by turning under 
at least one green crop each year, 
better still. Deep ploughin and 
green manuring will restore fertility 
to soil, no matter in how poor condl- 
tion it may be; while shallow plough- 
in; will speedily result in the ex- 
haustion of even the richest and most 
fertile soil.
